“Because of the number of 
species, the opportunities are 
numerous for developing a superior 
plant for reclamation,” Stutz said. 

“By studying these ‘shrubs, it lets 
us know the genetic diversity of 
Atriplex. This is important because 
a disease can come along and kill 
all the plants if they are genetically 
similar,” Fairbanks said. 

“If there is diversity, some plants 
will be resistant to one disease 
while other plants will be resistant! 
to different diseases. The genetic 
variety in the plants makes them 
self-adapting,” he said. 

Stutz said their research will 
improve upon what nature has 
already done. 

“By learning what nature is 
doing, we can make intelligent 
decisions. Sometimes nature fails. 
If I can learn why, I can circum- 
vent that,” Stutz said. 

Stutz was successful in develop- 
ing new shrub varieties to reclaim 
land at a coal mine site in New 
Mexico. He developed the varieties 
by hybridizing different species to 
develop selections that would best 
reclaim mine spoils. 

Members of the Chenopodiacaea 
family are common and occupy mil- 
lions of acres of dominant vegeta- 
tion in the United States, Australia 
and South America.

Mike Lee voices concern

“As, students,” the letter said in 
part, “we have some specific con- 
cerns that we hope the United 
States Senate will seriously consid- 
er. 

“First, the national debt is grow- 
ing out of control. Second, while 
cuts are necessary, funding for edu- 
cation remains a vital investment 
in the future of the United States 
and the world.” 

After meeting with Bennett, Lee 
said, “Students have a concern 
with the future of this country.” 

“The national debt is something 
that will directly or indirectly 
affect all students at BYU,” Lee 
said. It’s something that affects our 


generation because it will be our - 


responsibility, he said. 

Currently, the United States is 
operating on a budget that is 
deficit based. Before this country 
can get out of debt, we have to 


‘focus on reducing the deficit, Lee 


said. “And then we can start eating 
our way out of debt.” 

Commenting on his discussion 
with Bennett, Lee said Bennett 


was attentive and understanding. . 


“He is very concerned about the 
economy and political situation.” 

In an interview with The Daily 
Universe, Bennett said, “It’s an 
interesting time to be in

Another threat to the economy is 
recent defense down-sizing.

Mississippi actor 
defeats illiteracy

Five months ago, Earnest Charles 
Saucier, a 38-year-old-actor from 
the gulf coast of Mississippi, 
walked into Project Read — an 
adult illiteracy center — and con- 
fessed he did not know how to read 
or write and asked for help with his 
lifelong secret. 

Now, with the inspiration and 
help given to him by actors Robert 
Redford and John Provost and at 
Project Read by volunteer tutors, 
Saucier is able to read and write. 
He is attending school to further 
his education and has become a fos- 
ter parent to a 13-year-old boy. 

“It was really difficult to deal 
with my illiteracy. I was timid, shy 
and had a low self-esteem,” Saucier 
said. “To be happy and successful 
you have got to feel like a person. 
You can’t know that you can’t read 
or write and feel like a real per- 
son.” : 

Norma Henrie, director of Project 
Read, said illiteracy affects one in 
five adults nationwide. She said 


. adult nonreaders can suffer severe 


depression, frustration and rejec- 
tion from society. 

Despite the obstacles that faced 
Saucier as a nonreader, he has 
accomplished several difficult feats. 
His story is one about someone who 
“slipped through the cracks” of the 
education system and grew up dur- 


ing the time of racial segregation. 

Saucier’s-parents were not able to 
read or write so they sent their 
children to school with the belief © 
and ‘hope a teacher would ee 
them learn the basics. 

“T started school when I was six 
at a segregated elementary school; 
there was only one book for 18 stu- 
dents to share,” Saucier said. “The 
teacher did not have time to teach 
the ones who she thought could not 
learn. I thought I would never 
learn to read back then.” 

Saucier said he repeated first 
grade several times and was still in 


‘the second grade at the age of 17 


when he dropped out of school to 
help provide for his family. 

“I felt bad and neglected about 
not being taught, but I had to over- 
come the negative perspective of 
my peers and just struggle to go 
on,” Saucier said. 

It was while Saucier was walking 
to work when he noticed the big 
lights and cameras of Paramount 
Motion Pictures Studio set up in 
his city. The studio was there. to 
film the movie “This Property Is 
Condemned” starring Natalie Wood 
and Robert Redford. 

The studio was looking for extras; 
Saucier was picked to play a train 
conductor. He had several lines, 
and Wood and Redford helped him 
read the script.

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Foster program director misuses funds 


‘ PROVO, Utah — The former director of the Utah County Foster 
Grandparent program has pleaded guilty to two misdemeanor counts of 
attempted misuse of public funds. 

Fourth Circuit Judge E. Patrick McGuire placed Charles J. Dearing, 
67, on one-year probation and ordered him to pay a $100 fine. 

Dearing also must repay more than $1,700 to the Foster Grandparent 
program. 

Dearing was originally charged with three third-degree felony counts of 
‘misuse of public money before making a plea bargain with county prose- 
cutors. 

Utah County Deputy Attorney Craig Madsen said Dearing traded in 
one of Foster Grandparents’ vans in 1991 and then purchased the van 
back for $50. He later sold the van for $1,000. 

The automobile dealership also paid Dearing two separate rebate 
checks totaling $600. 

Dearing resigned as director of Foster Grandparents in March 1992. 

The Utah County Attorney’s Office filed charges against him January 
22, after a county audit revealed improprieties in the finances of Foster 
Grandparents. 


Prior testimony admitted in King trial 


LOS ANGELES — Jurors in the federal Rodney King beating trial 
_ were allowed Tuesday to see videotaped testimony of one police officer 
condemning his co-defendants for clubbing the black motorist. 

Over defense lawyers’ objections, jurors saw Theodore Briseno, testify- 
ing in the four white officers’ state trial last year, say King wasn’t a 
threat when he was beaten on March 8, 1991. 

Jurors were kept out of court for days while defense lawyers tried to 
block the tape. 

U.S. District Judge John G. Davies allowed some of the most damaging 
portions of Briseno’s testimony to be edited out of the videotape. For 
example, gone was Briseno’s statement that. he considered the officers 
“out of control.” Prosecutors entered the videotape as rebuttal evidence. 
The case is expected to go to the jury this weekend. 


Shuttle aborts again before takeoff 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — For the second time in two weeks, a 
space shuttle countdown came unglued in the final few seconds before 
launch early Tuesday. The likely culprit: a computer glitch. 

Computer data indicated a valve had not closed in Discovery’s main 
propulsion system, raising the danger of a hydrogen fuel spill and a pos- 
sible explosion. Engineers believe the valve closed properly and that a 
bad circuit might be to blame. 

NASA officials hoped to have the problem corrected and resume the 
countdown by Tuesday evening. That would allow Discovery to blast off 
at 11:29 a.m. MDT Thursday on its mission to examine Earth’s fragile 
ozone layer, NASA officials said. 


Columbia’s countdown on March 22 was aborted three seconds before © 


liftoff when a stuck valve caused the main engines to shut down. And 
Discovery’s on-board computers automatically halted the countdown 11 
seconds before launch, less than five seconds shy of main engine ignition. 


Clinton calls for pressure on Serbia 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton said Tuesday the Bosnian Serbs’ 
refusal to accept a peace plan for their war-ravaged country was “the 
most difficult and frustrating problem in the world today” and promised 
to seek tougher sanctions to end the fighting. 

“There are lots of other things we can do to make life more uncomfort- 
able for the Serbs and I wouldn’t rule those out,” the president said at a 
joint news conference with visiting Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak. 

Clinton said the United States was working through the United 
Nations to put pressure on Serbia. 

The Muslims:and Bosnian Croats have already approved the peace 
accord brokered U.N. and European Community envoys. 

The Serbs are accused of mass killings, tortures and rapes of Bosnian 
Muslims and Croats. 

The tougher steps envisioned by Clinton include a tightening of eco- 
nomic and trade sanctions, and the possible lifting of the arms embargo 
on Bosnia to allow Muslims to rearm themselves, administration offi- 
cials said. “The world cannot tolerate the savage practices which are 
committed under the ugly slogan of ethnic cleansing and _ purification,” 
Mubarak said..

Rising health costs 
drain Medicare funds

WASHINGTON — Rising health 
care costs have left the Medicare 
trust fund with only enough money 
to pay hospital benefits for senior 
citizens and disabled Americans 
through this decade, according to a 
federal report released Tuesday. 

The report shows that Medicare’s 
hospital insurance trust fund will 
be exhausted as early as 1998. 

More optimistic estimates suggest 
the trust fund could remain solvent 
through the year 2000, but that’s 
still sooner than expected. 

The board of trustees for 
Medicare’s Hospital Insurance 
Trust Fund, which issued 
Tuesday’s report, had predicted 
last year that the fund’s reserves 
would be exhausted by the year 
2002. 

“These new estimates show a sig- 
nificant worsening in the economic 
health of the Medicare program,” 
said Health and Human Services 
Secretary Donna E. Shalala. 

“They reflect many of the prob- 
lems that we see across the board 
in our health care system today 
and they are another demonstra- 
tion of the need for system-wide 
change.” 

Congress is likely to act before 
there is any real threat to seniors’ 
hospital insurance. A congressional 
aide noted that while the trustees’ 
reports suggest “the sky is falling 
... 1t never does.” 

Their report Tuesday indicates 
that while the retirement trust 
fund has enough money to pay ben- 
efits for decades, the disability 
insurance trust fund is also going 
broke.

The trustees’ report says the dis- 


ability insurance fund will be: 


exhausted by 1995. Last year, their 
report said the fund would be insol- 
vent by 1997. 

The trustees recommended that 
Congress avert problems for the 
disability trust fund by reallocating 
the payroll taxes that finance both 
disability and Social Security’s 
retirement: trust funds.-The- action 
would make both trust funds sol- 
vent till the year 2036. 


- The trustees also suggested 


Congress address the Medicare 
trust fund’s problems by control- 
ling medical costs through a com- 
prehensive health care reform 
package. : 

Employees pay a tax of 7.65 per- 
cent on their earnings, which is 
matched by their employers, to 
fund Social Security’s retirement 
trust fund, officially known as Old 
Age and Survivors Insurance, its 
Disability Insurance trust fund, 
and Medicare’s Hospital Insurance 
trust fund. 

Experts believe rising health care 
costs accelerated the drain on 
Medicare’s trust fund. The reces- 
sion also contributed because rev- 
enues were less than expected, a 
congressional expert said. 

The disability insurance trust 
fund has seen an explosion in the 
number of Americans who say they 
are too disabled to work. Record 
numbers of disabled workers are 
now on the rolls and record num- 
bers of claims are being filed. 

Some 34 million seniors 65 and 
older receive Medicare insurance 
benefits. Another 2 million 
Americans with disabilities also 
receive Medicare coverage.

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Utah has lowest rate of smokers 
according to nationwide survey

Utah ranked first out of 45 states 
in the percentage of nonsmokers in 
the state, according to a survey by 
the Utah Department of Health. 

The survey is done around the 
country, said Rhonda Greenwood, 
program specialist for the Bureau of 
Health Promotion. The national 
Centers for Disease Control had 
individual states in the United 
States run the survey. 

“The survey was done in 1991 and 
was done by random phone calls to 
Utahns,” Greenwood said. 

Telephone calls were made to 
1,781 adults. The adults were asked 
about risk factors ranging from 
hypertension to chronic drinking. 
Another list of questions focused on 
preventive medicine such as choles- 
terol screening and mammograms. 

Utah ranked 26th in the nation for 
seat belt use. The rate is the worst 


in rural parts of Utah because people fea to 
wear their seat belts more often on the freeway 
than just around town, said John Dame, pro- 
gram supervisor for the Department of 


Highway Safety. 


“The lack of seat belt use may be from people 
wanting to be independent,” Dame said.

Film students get ‘big time’ exposure 


LDS Motion Picture Studio allows students access to professional equipment

The LDS Motion Picture Studio gives BYU 
students the necessary experience in the film- 
making process that cannot be experienced in a 
lab setting at a university. 

“Filmmaking is so expensive, it is hard to 
make an equivalent lab experience; this rela- 
tionship (between the LDS Motion Picture 
Studio and BYU) allows students'to be involved 
in the making of professional films,” said 
Sharon Swenson of the Theater and Film 
department. 

Swenson said after the ownership of the studio 
changed hands from BYU to the Church, they 


still wanted students to be able to work on film ~ 


projects there. 

The film program has a “boot camp” program, 
in which students work 50 hours during the 
semester on several different projects, Swenson 
said. 

“They rotate through about eight places to find 
out what it’s like to make a film. The projects 


' they work on can be a church educational film 


or other church productions,” Swenson said. 

“It is a required course that students work as 
boot-campers before working any further in the 
film program,” said Jim Dearden, a coordinator 
between the BYU film program and the LDS 
Motion Picture Studio. 

“The main purpose of the boot camp is for stu- 
dents to get a broad overview of the filmmaking 
process so they can decide if they want to do 
this,” Dearden said. 

“The boot- -camp experience allows students to 
get experience and exposure to the industry. 
Contrary to popular belief, filmmaking is not 
glamorous,” said Dave Nyman, unit production 
manager at the LDS Motion Picture Studio. 

“Students think it’s glamorous, but by having 
them clean floors they see it’s not: glamorous,” 
Nyman said. 

Nyman said the studio experience is beneficial 
to students because they get experience on a 
real set, or run copies for a real script. 

“We’ve done a documentary for KBYU and we 
have a Book of Mormon series for seminary 


coming up,” Nyman said 

“Y’m a production manager and assistant 
director, and the students under me get to be 
exposed to the months of paper work that are 
done before a film can be done. A lot of students 
say they never realized so much went on behind 
the scenes,” Nyman said. 

The film program also provides internships for 
advanced students to work directly under some- 
one else who is already a professional in a spe- 


cific area, such as working directly on how to_ 


edit, Swenson said. 


The internships are more focused and concen- ~ 


trated. Film is wonderful to learn by reading 
about it, but a degree doesn’t do a whole lot — 
experience is more important, Nyman said. 

“Filmmaking is very difficult, and there is a 
lot of sacrifice involved, especially if you want to 
go to Hollywood,” Nyman said. 

There is also a crew experience in which the 
student works on a professional production. It is 
more advanced than boot-camp, but the student 
still works in a variety of areas, Swenson said.

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Helaman Halls ramp division 
proposed to benefit cyclists

Just as the sun was coming up 
behind Mount Timpanogos on 
March 3, Student Advisory Council 
members were monitoring bike 
traffic on the pedestrian path 
between Helaman Halls and the N. 
Eldon Tanner Building. 

Despite signs outlawing bike use 
posted at the top and bottom of the 
path, SAC researchers found 24 
cyclists used the path before 9 a.m. 

SAC used this data as a basis for 
their proposal to create a bike path 
on the Helaman Halls ramp. 

“The ramp will enable cyclists to 
ride their bikes on the path and 
will prevent: collisions with pedes- 
trians,” said SAC Representative 
David Olsen, a senior majoring in 
accounting from Northridge, Calif. 

Olsen said implementing'.a divi- 
sion in the ramp by a physical 
divider will not only make the! west 
side of campus more accessible to 
bikes, but will also increase safety. 

Olsen said he spearheaded 
research about the ramp because, 
“I wanted to use (the ramp) myself 
and saw other students using it, 
too.” Olsen and.other SAC mem- = 
bers assigned to the project con- 
cluded that the 16-foot-wide ramp 
should be divided with a physical 
divider similar to the bike ramp 
south of campus. 

“A year ago (the south campus) 
path was transformed into two 
paths, ... on the west side of cam- 
pus there is an equally wide path: 
However, it is not divided,” he said. 

SAC’s proposal has been forward- 
ed to the Traffic Committee for 
approval and implementation. 

Traffic Committee Member Steve 
Baker said although bikers on the 
west ramp “have not been a major 
problem, the committee will enter- 
tain the proposal.” 

Baker said the Traffic Committee 
is working with Provo to improve 
bike-access routes to campus. The 
committee is currently working on 
a bike-access plan for the northeast 
side of campus, he said. 

“It could be a while (before the 
bike rane proposal is approved)

Ukraine denies

MOSCOW — Ukraine heatedly 
denied Russian accusations that it 
was trying to become a nuclear 
power and said Tuesday it would 
never play “political games” with 
the arsenal it inherited from the 
Soviet Union. 

International experts see little 
chance of a nuclear confrontation 


‘between the countries. But they 


are watching the rhetorical battle 
between Ukraine and Russia with 
growing concern. 

At issue are nearly 2,000 war- 
heads that remained in Ukraine 
after the 1991 breakup of the 
Soviet Union, which stored its 
nuclear weapons in four republics. 
Ukraine, Belarus and Kazakhstan 
agreed last year to turn the nuclear 
weapons on their soil over to 
Russia or destroy them, but 
Ukraine has been backpedaling on 
that agreement. 

If Ukraine took full control of the 
weapons, it would instantly become 
the third biggest nuclear power in 
the world, behind the United 
States and Russia. The weapons 
now are maintained by Russian 
soldiers, under the unified com- 
mand of the Commonwealth of 
Independent States, and are tied 
into an electronic network that the 
Soviets built to control all weapons 
from Moscow. On Monday, Russia 
accused Ukraine of violating agree-

ments to get rid of its weapons and 
trying to “widen the circle of 
nuclear powers.” 

Ukraine’s Council of Ministers — 
the Cabinet — responded Tuesday 
by reaffirming its intention to 
become a non-nuclear state and 
calling Russia’s accusation “a per- 
version of the Ukrainian position.” 

In its written statement, the 
Cabinet also renewed an invitation 
for international experts to review 
the safe storage and handling of 
the weapons. 

.Military experts and diplomats 
said they saw little chance of 
nuclear confrontation between 
Ukraine and Russia. 

But Western governments believe 
Ukraine wants to hold on to the 
weapons as a bargaining chip in 
seeking international aid and pos- 
sibly as a deterrent if pro- 


Communist or nationalist forces | 


take power in Russia. 

A senior Western diplomat in 
Moscow who specializes in arms 
issues warned that Russia might 
remove key parts from the weapons 
to make them useless. He spoke on 
conditions of anonymity. 

Ukrainian Defense Minister 
Konstantin Morozov told The 
Associated Press last week that 
Russia “is not keeping its word as 
to technical maintenance” and 
“does not supply us with spare 
parts” needed to keep the weapons 
in peak condition.

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Elder Bradley to BYU: ‘Dear John... 


Cuff and Larson probably leaving as well, source says 


Another 
Look

Tad Walch’s column appears each 
Wednesday in The Daily Universe. 


Shawn Bradley has left BYU at 
the alter, and a source close to the 
team says he probably won’t be the 
only Cougar star to leave BYU pre- 
maturely. 

Rumors that guard Ryan Cuff 
and forward Russell Larson may 
transfer seem to be well-founded, 
though neither was ready to say so 
publicly. “I know they’re definitely 
not happy here,” the source said 
Tuesday. 

The source said the situation will 
be alleviated “within two days,” 
that all that remains for Cuff and 
Larson to do before transferring is 
talk with coach Roger Reid and 
Athletic Director Glen Tuckett, 
both of whom returned from the 
‘Final Four in New Orleans 
Tuesday. 

Tuckett must sign a release form 
before a BYU student-athlete can 
talk to other schools. He returned 
home at 10:00 p.m. Tuesday and 
said he had not heard the rumors 
nor spoken with Cuff or Larson, 
much less grant Cuff a release. 

He reiterated his previously stat- 
ed policy to sign the form on 
request. “I can’t remember that I’ve 
ever turned anyone down,” he said. 
But he did say he wanted to talk to 
Cuff before simply signing the 

_ form. 

“Tf we can rectify it, fine. But if he 
wants to leave, we’ve never made it 
a policy to stand in the way.” 

Reid tried unsuccessfully to reach 
Larson and Cuff after returning to 
Utah Tuesday afternoon. He said 
TV news reports he is calling a 
team meeting for today are false. 

“No,” he said, “I’m not having a 
team meeting. I am hoping to talk 
to the guys involved in this situa- 
tion.” 

The rumors have left BYU fans 
with the impression the team — 
favored a week ago to make it to 
1994’s Sweet Sixteen — may now 

- be unraveling before their very 


eyes. 

The sudden publicity surrounding 
the situation has caught Cuff and 
Larson — as well as Tuckett and 
Reid — off guard. As it stands now, 
neither player denies the fact that 
transferring is something they 
have thought about. © 

“Td like to talk to a couple of peo- 


ple before I say anything,” Cuff 
said early Tuesday. 

I asked. Cuff if it was accurate to 
say he is mulling over his options. 
After a long pause he said, “Yes.” 

He also said any decision would 
take into account more than just 
basketball and that he was worried 
about how the story might be col- 
ored by the media. Whatever hap- 
pens, he said, “I think it should get 
out the right way.” 

By Tuesday night, Cuff and 
Larson were seeking cover, disap- 
pearing in an attempt to escape the 
media — all three major Utah TV 
networks carried reports about 
Cuff — and roomates doubted they 
would return before the wee hours 
of the morning, if at all. 

Reid surprised 

Reid said Tuesday evening the 
rumors surprised him because he 
had spoken to both players before 
leaving for the Final Four — and 
been assured they were staying. 
“Somewhere along the line you 
think you’ve got to be able to trust 
somebody,” he said, “that somebody 
must have some integrity.” 

It’s clear Cuff would rather have 
kept control of the story, but 
KTVX-TV ran a report Monday 
night based on interviews with peo- 
ple who know Cuff. The cat, which 
had been struggling to get loose for 
a couple of months, had finally 
made it out of the bag. 

And the cat has more than one 
head. Several players expressed 
concern about the way playing time 
was distributed during the past 
year. Kurt Christensen, Shane 
Knight and senior Kevin Nixon 
each were unhappy at different 
parts of the season and though 
none of.them went public, each 
wore his unhappiness on his sleeve. 
When Knight went from starter to 
not playing at all, he would storm 
off the court ‘after the games, not 
bothering to shake the opponents’ 
or his teammates’ hands, even 
after wins. 

(Both Knight and Christensen 
said Tuesday they will play at BYU 
next season. Knight even called 
Reid to tell him so.) 

Cuffs discomfort was less obvi- 
ous, though he did say at one point 
that he was afraid to make a single 
mistake during a game for fear of 
being pulled. 

Larson also kept silent, though 
many fans were complaining about 
his role in letters to the editor to 
The Daily Universe. His unhappi- 
ness led to a private meeting with 
Reid before the NCAA tournament. 
Things seemed to have cleared up 
when Larson’s playing time, and 
effectiveness, increased. 

Transfer failures 

If Larson and Cuff do announce 

they are leaving, what might the 


future hold? Unbased rumors say. 


Cuff is looking at Arizona and 
Iowa. More importantly, it’s hard 
to shake the fact that no player has 
ever left BYU and prospered else- 
where. 

Of course, it is easy to argue that 
no players of Cuff’s or Larson’s 
statures have ever left BYU. 
Despite Larson’s announced 
unease at playing center, I think he 
has the ability to be a third-team 
All-American at center, in the right 
offense, if not higher. Cuff simply is 
on a different level as a passer and 
given the green light will become a 
great scorer at the collegiate level. 

Of course, those things could hap- 
pen at BYU, where they are both 
assured of being starters come Fall, 
but both players are apparently 
concerned that assurance isn’t so 
sure. 

If they do leave, they will have to 
sit out a season and then Larson 
would have two years of college eli- 
gibility remaining, and Cuff three. 

Shawn Bradley’s role 

Cuff denied Tuesday that Shawn 
Bradley’s decision had something 
to do with his own questions about 
his future. As mentioned earlier, 
those questions began long before 
Bradley turned pro. 

Shawn’s father, Reiner, said word 
of disgruntled BYU players had no 
role in Shawn’s decision. “The deci- 
sion for Shawn to go pro had 
absolutely no connection with the 
upheavals that have been happen- 
ing at BYU the last couple of 
weeks,” he said. “It’s unfortunate 
the two things happened at the 
same time because they will always 
be connected.” 

He said Shawn was totally 
unaware of the what was happen- 
ing. “We informed him of it 
Thursday night. He knew nothing 
about it. 

Shawn has always been support- 
ive of Reid, he said. “Whatever dif- 
ferences Shawn may have gone 
through his freshman year, he 
never failed to defend or support 
the coach, to friends or relatives. If 
there were any bad feelings 
(between Shawn and Roger Reid), 
he never told us.” 

Reiner Bradley said he didn’t 
think it fair for him to comment on 
Cuff and others who may be leav- 
ing. 

Asked the ultimate question 
about his respect for Reid, Reiner 
said he would let his son Justin, a 
junior in high school, play for Reid 
if he wanted. “I'd love to come back 
up there and watch ball,” he said. 
“If they would take him I would. 
They may not (take) another 
Bradley.” 

Kenneth Roberts 

A little-known NCAA rule releas- 
es LDS missionaries from their let- 
ter-of-intent when they return from 
their missions, meaning those play- 


ers can transfer without sitting out - 
a season. Rumors have Kenneth | 


Roberts transferring to Kansas 
instead of returning to BYU, also 
because of alleged differences with 
Reid. 

But Roberts’ mother said Tuesday 
those rumors aren’t true. He 
returns home May 5, said Dorothy 
Roberts, and there have been no 
discussions about basketball and 
BYU by phone or letter. 

She did say she has enrolled him 
for classes for Fall semester. 

The fathers of Grant Berges and 
Jeff Campbell, the other two 
Cougars now on missions, both told 
The Daily Universe Tuesday their 
sons are definitely returning to 
BYU as well. ;

Y Days kicks off, tradition continues, 


Tuesday’s successful "Unforum-- 
The Musical" kicked off Y Days 
for 1993. This annual tradition 
promises fun and an opportunity to 
serve for everyone involved. 

During the first "Y Day" in 
1906, students and: faculty began 
construction of the "Y". For over 
60 years, the annual Y Day served 
as a service day in which the "Y" 
was built up of stones and cement. 
Thousands of students whitewashed 
it by hauling gallons of lime 
mixture up the 110untain by bucket 
brigade. 

In the fall of each year freshmen 
climbed to the Y and removed 
brush as part of thei, initiation 
activities. On Y Day faculty cleared 
the trail, freshmen hauled water 
from the spring, sophomores 
carried up,the whitewash and mixed 
it with the weter in wooden 
troughs, and juniors and seniors 
poured the mixture onto the letter. 

The festive atmosphere: v.23 often 
enhanced by band boys who played 
music for the volunteers. Y Day 
became an important tradition. 

For example, in 1944, the war 
had dampened school spirit at 
BYU. Administrators wanted to 
‘feancel Y. day, but students 
‘|protested. The student body said it 


because of the virtual 
abandonment of varsity - sports, 
dances, etc. due to -the male 
students being gone to war. 


The administration kept Y Day 
alive. —
